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THE SMALL TOAVN. 


In these days of rush and hustle to the cities from 


the farm and the small town it is refreshing to hear a 
tuneful note sounded for these bereft places. 
The 


editor of the Vazoo Oity, Miss., Sentinel picks the ker- 
nel of the question very nicely. 
lie says : 


There have he-en too many apologies 
offered 
for 


the small town—the community which is not so large 
but that all of its people know each other. 
Such 


places have heen belittled and ridiculed, but certainly 
always hy those who cannot appreciate 
the 
truest, 


sweetest and fullest meaning of life. 


The small community may he a little world unto 


itself. Its horizon may end off where the cotton fields 
begin on the south, with the fair ground* on the west, 
the school house on the nor th and the railroad on the 
east, but surely its affairs are as important and vitally 
interesting as those of a great city, whnre 
humanity 


consists of meaningless atoms and where the sweet re- 
sponsive chords of hearts heating in unison never vi- 
brate. 


There may never be the1 whir of happening events 


in the small community, hut the least incidents 
that 


may occur o any of its mysterious human lives 
is not 


unworthy of notice. None of its characters are too 
lowly to fill some niche. Its well beings hold that tol- 
erance toward each other which exists omong mem- 
bers of one family, and there is a dorman patriotism in 
hearts of its truest citizenship which only needs some 
outside interference to warm into being. 


The zest departs from so many pleasures when a 


man ceases to jclentify himself with some certain com- 
munity, and it is only of the smaller places that he can 
really feel himself a part. 
Those of a small 
place 


share their pleasure and their sorrow together. Fam- 
ily names have a sigilicance. 
Houses are homes. 
The 


very trees and fences have about them an atmosphere 
of reminiscence. 


The big places may have 
larger 
stores, wider 


streets, busier crowds, but humanity is the same the 
world over, and humanity is at its besl where acquaint- 
ance, and kinship is possible. And when the brief span 
of years is pas, we would prefer to have the 
slow, 


sombre procession wind down some quiet street, and 
to have the grasses above the ^rave 
blown by the

climax to a night and day of rioting 
In tb* yards of tb* Grand Trmnk rail* 
way, in which a freight train of 50 
cars was cut Into 10 sections. Pinker- 
ton detective* stoned and five pas- 
senger train* stalled for hours, an at- 
tempt was made to derail eastbound 
passenger train -\o. 8, known as the 
Detroit and New York express. Tne 
engineer by chance saw the thrown 
switch in time to bring his train to 
a stop and prevent a terrible catas- 
Tophe. When he left the engine to 
investigate be was .toned by tha 
mob, in which were many foreigners 
but the t'niely appearance of tb* po- 
lice prevented him from being seri- 
ously hurt.

the spine. Freel is in the hospital. 


During the afternoon a mob which 


congregated at QlUeis, the mt>t sta 
tiou of the Grand Trunk wlt'iin the 
limits of South Bend, buined several 
cabooses, but efforts to Ore freight 
cars 
were made 
fruitless by the 


arrival of detectives and the _fire de- 
partment 


The rioting began when a freight 


train of 50 cars entered the city un- 
der full speed, evidently with the in- 
tention 
of 
rushing through South 


Bend without a stop. Shortly after 
passing the station It was discovered 
that the caboose had been lost and 
a stop was made to pick up the miss- 
ing car. Almost Immediately a gang 
of men ran between the cars, re- 
leased the air plugs and cut the air 
hose, thus making It Impossible to 
move the train. 
At the same time 


the Pinkerton detectives who showed 
themselves were 
stoned. Realizing 


that the situation was desperate, 


Agent C. A. McNutt sent a

Columbus, 0., July it.—Colnmbus 


1* in the throes of another streetcar 
strike, following ft decision by th« 
state board of arbitration which was 
construed by both parties to tb* con- 
troversy as a 
victory 
for their 


side. The decision stated that the 
Columbus Railway and Light com- 
pany bad violated its agreement of 
.May 4 by discriminating against the 
union men in its employ, although a 
number of the cases reported by the 
union were slightly exaggerated. The 
board held, however, that the differ- 
ences between the company ani the 
men were not of such a serious na- 
ture that they could not be settled by 
arbitration if each side would show 
a disposition to yield a few minor 
points. 


Neither the company nor the men 


would make any concessions and the 
men voted to walk out. The com- 
pany was 
fully 
prepared for the 


emergency and Mayor Marshall was 
not caught napping as In the April 
strike, when a dozen cars had been 
reduced to kindling wood before the 
city administration was fully awak* 
to the fact that a strike was In prog- 
ress. 


Strikebreakers Run Cars. 


Strikebreakers were on hand to 


man the cars, and police were sta- 
tioned at each barn to see that they 
were not molested when they started 
on 
their runs, while auto oatrols 


whizzed up and down the streets on 
which cars were operated. There 
were no outbreaks in any part of the 
city, the union sympathizers rhowlng 
their displeasure by refusing to pat- 
ronize the cars. 


Manager E. K. Stewart of the Rail- 


Light company announced 
th<tt the 


regular schedules would be maintain- 
ed throughout the day and evening, 
but at 6 o'clock It was decided to 
call in all cars, as the streets were 
lined with worklngmen and It was 
not deemed safe to operate the cars 
after dark. 


Mayor Marshall Issued a prorlama- 


tion ordering all women and children 
to remain c*T the streets lit -case of 
rioting and forbidding men to ' ongre- 
gate in crowds. 
He stated that he 


would do his best to maintain order 
with the police force at his command, 
but that if the mobs became incorri- 
gible he would at once call upon Gov- 
ernor Harmon for state troops. 


Today there Is no change In the 


situation and it Is not believed that 
serious rioting will take place until 
an attempt Is made to run tars at 
night. 
Then, it is believed, serious 


outbreaks will occur, especially In 
the manufacturing districts of the 
East and West sides. 


The cars are being poorly patron- 


ized, 
the union men 
walking 
or 


riding bicycles from principle and a 
large 
portion of the disinterested 


class being afraid of being caught in 
a riot cr dynamite explosion.
